Washington, November  28.—Presi- 
dent Taft's third annual message, 
which will’ go to congress Tuesday, 
will be devoted to the “trust question.” 
The message contains from 5,000 to 6,000 
words and with the exception of a few 
refeMances in a general way to other

Message Revised by Cabinet. 


The trust message was finally re- 
vised by the cabinet at a _ five-hour 
session today. The meeting was 
broken into twice, once that the pres- 
ident might go to the executive man- 
sion to receive -the Russian ambas- 
sador, George Bakhmetieff, and later 
to eat a bit. of luncheon prepared in 
the white house kitchen. Neither in- 
terruption was long, and all through 
a gloomy, rainy afternoon the cabinet 
members discussed the document that 
most of them regard as the most im- 
portant Mr. Taft has ever written for 
the. benefit of congress. 

Owing to the length of the session 
there were many rumors that 
had been a serious disagreement in 
Mr. Taft’s official family. These were 
denied by a majority of the cabinet 
and by the president himself in con- 
versation with visitors. Most of the 
points in the message had been gone 
over before and today’s session had 
to do More with phraseology, it was 
said, than with definite policy. 

It was long after dark when the 
cabinet session was over and Mr. Taft 
stayed behind, in danger of missing 
dinner at the white house, to look 
over the last proofs ad they came 
from the government printing office.

ROOSEVELT MADE DEAL 
OR POLITICAL SUPPORT 


Barker Alleges Roosevelt, in 
Return for Support of “In- 
terests,” Promised Railroad 
Legislation They Wanted. 
Allowed Government to Be 
Controlled by Wall Street. 


BARKER HAD PIPE DREAM, 
ACCORDING TO ROOSEVELT 

New York, November 28.—Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt, while attend- 
ing tonight the performance by the 
Irish players of the “Playboy of the 
Western World” was shown the 
synopsis of Whartén Barker’s tes- 
timony in Washington today before 
the senate committee on interstate | 
commerce in which Colonel Roose- 
velt’s name figured prominently. He 
read the statement carefully and 
then declared: 

“T would as soon discuss a pipe 
dream with an out-patient of Bed- 
lam as discuss such nonsense.” 


Washington, November 28.—Wharton 
Barker, a retired banker’ of Philadel- 
phia, sprang a sensation on the senate 
committee on interstate commerce to- 
day when he alleged that a New York 
financier told him in 1904 that the fi- 
nancial interests woul@ support Theo- 
dore Roosevelt for president, because 
Roosevelt had “made a bargain” with 
them “on the railroad question.” 

Mr. Barker’s statement came in the 
midst. of | 
‘ none’ : ; " bh 
that President Roosevelt had been giv- 
en the details of the impending panic 
of 1907, several months before it hap- 
pened, but took no action to prevent it. 

Mr. Barker also declared that the 
Aldrich currency plan was the handi- 
work not of former Senator Aldrich, 
but of a Mr. WarLurton, of the banking 
firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Company, of 
New York, and that a fund of $1,000,000 
had been started to insure its adoption. 


Barker's Sensational Story. 


“Three or four weeks before the elec- 
tion in 1904,” said Mr. Barker, “1 was 
walking down Broadway when I met 
one of the most distinguished money 
kings in New York, a man now dead. 
He said to me: ‘We are going to elect 
Roosevelt. 1 expressed surprise and 
asked if he had given up-the support of 
Parker. He said yes, that they had 
frightened Roosevelt so he had made a 
-argain with them,”

integrity and standing as a member 
of the committee. 

Mr. Stanley, after receiving formal 
request from +Mr. Littleton to sub- 
poena John A. Hennessy, editor of The 
New York Press; Henry B. Martin, sec- 
retary of the Anti-Trust League; Da- 
vid Lamar, a New York banker, and 
others whom he declared had part in 
circulating an attack upon him, replied 
tothe New York congressman, stating 
that he had no jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter, and that Mr. Littleton’s only re- 
course was on the floor of the house 
of representatives. 

The chairman’s reply was, in fact, 
an open declaration of war upon Mr. 
Littleton, who declared he would first 
appeal ‘to individual members of the 
committee to request the issuance of 
the subpoenas. If this fails, he will 
then take his fight to the floor of the 
house, and he counts upon the support 
of many democrats. 

Chairman Stanley stated some of his

That the game promises to be one of 
the best games ever played in the 
south goes without saying.

ON COVERING 
This Followed Decline Early in 


Day—Market Closed Very 
Steady at Advance. 


25.—After

York, Nove nber 
makiug new low records for 
g0n early today, owing to continued 
reports of freer southern spot offer- 
ings, the cotton market rallied on cov- 
ering and clased very steady at a net 
advance of 1@5 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 4 points to a decline of 1 
point, with December 4 points higher 
on covering by scattered shorts and in 
sympathy with rather ‘steadier cables 
than looked for. There wdre southern 
Selling orders in the market, however, 
the circulation of December notices, 
estimated at about 35,000 bales, ap- 
DPeared to be causing some liqnida- 
tion by trailing longs, and the whole 
list turned easier right after the call, 
under the offerings from these sources, 
and aggressive pressure from 
street or uptown bears. December 
broke from 9.12 to 9.01, and the gen- 
eral list sold 6 to 8 points net lowe 
during the middle of the morning, 
around this level 
moderate demand from trade 
buying here against sales 
in Liverpeol, proved sufiicient to check 
the declines. Trading later was less 
active, and the market gradually 
dorked up on realizing by shorts for

Raid by Bears Was Successful 
and the Market Closed 
Weak. 


Chicago, November 28..-—For the first, 
time in several weeks May wheat to- 
day sold at less than a dollar a bushel. 
IFevermined raiding by the bears dis- 
icdged important stop loss orders and 
left the market at the close weak.

But northwest re- 
ceipts were large and the bear leaders 
persistent. Besides the pit had knowl- 
edge of direct cables from the Argen- 


tine telling of threshing returns above 
the average and no sign of rust. Then, 
too, the world’s available supply show- 
ed a material gain, making the total 
in excess of a year ago. Other in- 
fluences that tended to break the 
spirit of the bulls were the favorable 
crop ‘summary from Europe ang the 
good outiook for American winter 
wheat. It was the general belief that; 
the larger longs had been unloading 
both here and in the northwest. 
Whether this conclusion was correct, 
the liquidating sales were incessant 
right to the last minute. Between the 
opening and the close May’ ranged 
from 98% to $1.00%, with the close 
98144 @98%, a fall of 1% net.
